PROPOSED  SYSTEM  OF  GRAIN  ELEVATORS  IN  RUSSIA. 

H.M.  Consul  at  St.  Petersburg  (Mr.  A.  W.  Woodhouse)  writes  that 
Russia  produces  on  an  average  70,0U0,000  tons  of  cereals  per  annum, 
and  is  the  principal  purveyor  of  wheat,  rye,  barley  and  oats  to  the 
European  markets.  In  consequence  (»f  the  lack  of  proper  organi¬ 
sation  in  the  Russian  grain  trade,  and  also  on  account  of  the  grain, 
notwithstanding  its  high  quality,  too  often  containing  a  high 
percentage  of  admixture  and  dirt,  Russian  grain  commands  a  lower 
price  abroad  than  other  foreign  grain.  Russian  seaports  also  are  not 
properly  equipped  to  deal  with  the  immense  arrivals  of  grain  for 
export  just  after  harvest  time. 

It  has  now  been  realised  that  the  only  method  of  dealing  with  such 
quantities  of  grain  is  to  follow  the  example  set  by  the  United  States, 
viz.,  to  construct  a  sufficient  number  of  grain  elevators  and  granaries. 
In  Russia,  until  quite  recently,  there  were  only  62  elevators,  with  an 
aggregate  capacity  of  400,000  tons.  In  the  United  States,  which 
exports  some  2,000,000  tons  of  grain  as  compared  with  the  Russian 
export  of  8,000,000  tons,  there  are  424  large  elevators  with  a  capacity 
of  nearly  7  million  tons,  besides  numbers  of  small  elevators. 

The  Russian  Imperial  Bank  has  taken  upon  itself  the  construction 
of  elevators  for  cleaning  and  storing  grain  in  the  Provinces  of  Samara, 
Ufa,  Orenburg,  Saratov,  Voronezh,  Simbirsk.  Tambov,  Penza  and  the 
Don  Cossack  Territory  (see  p.  375  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  14th  August.) 

I  It  is  proposed  to  construct  66  elevators  at  railway  stations,  and  18 
at  river  ports,  of  an  aggregate  capacity  of  700,000  tons,  or  about 
50  per  cent,  of  the  average  quantity  of  grain  that  is  transported  vid 
the  railway  stations,  and  of  255,000  tons,  at  the  landing  stages,  or 
32  7  per  cent  of  the  total. 

At  the  present  time  elevators  belonging  to  the  Imperial  Bank  are 
in  operation  at  Griazi,  on  the  South  Eastern  Railway,  opened  18th 
November,  1912,  capacity  27,400  tons;  at  Valuika,  on  the  South 
Eastern  Railway,  opened  November  19th,  1912,  capacity  8,100  tons; 
at  Tolkai,  Samara-ZIatoust  Railway,  opened  16th  December,  1912, 
capacity  5,000  tons  ;  and  at  Abdulino,  Samara-ZIatoust  Railway, 
opened  10th  March,  1913,  capacity  11,300  tons. 

During  the  present  year  eight  more  grain  elevators  are  to  be  opened 
at  the  following  railway  stations : — Buguruslan,  Neprik,  Bogatoe, 
Buzuluk,  Sorochinskaia,  Talovaia,  Millerovo  and  Liski. 

On  completion  of  the  present  series,  the  Imperial  Bank  will 
construct  another  set  of  elevators  in  the  South  Western  and  Southern 
Provinces.  After  that. the  Northern  Caucasus  and  Western  Siberia 
will  be  attended  to.  Eighty-four  elevators  should  be  completed  by 
1916,  with  a  capacity  of  nearly  one  million  tons. 

At  these  elevators  the  Russian  Imperial  Bank  will  arrange  to 
accept  parcels  of  grain  from  25  pouds  and  upwards  (less  than  ^  ton) 
for  storing  and  cleaning.  A  certificate  will  be  given  for  each 
parcel,  and  under  these  certificates  advances  of  money  will  be 
issued  up  to  80  per  cent,  of  the  actual  value  of  the  goods.  The 
elevators  will  also  accept  grain  to  be  sold  on  commission,  (c.  8,584.)

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PROSPECTS  OF  AUSTRALIAN  MEAT  AND  BUTTER 
TRADE  WITH  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  San  Francisco  (Mr.  A.  C.  Ross,  C.B.)  has 
forwarded,  under  date  16th  October,  the  following  report  on  the 
pi-ospects  of  the  development  of  a  trade  in  meat  and  butter  from 
Australia  to  San  Francisco : — 

Live  Stock. — There  appears  to  be  no  prospect  of  profitable  business 
in  live  stock  on  account  of  prices.  As  there  is  little  pasture  for 
fattening  animals  in  California  they  would  have  to  be  sent  to  Arizona 
or  Nevada  and  returned  later  on  at  a  cost  of  8  dols.  per  head.  This 
expense,  added  to  the  cost  of  freight  from  Australia  (60  dols.  per  head 
at  present)  and  the  purchase  of  the  animal,  makes  it  impossible  to 
compete  with  local  cattle  selling  at  present  at  7  to  7^  cents  per  lb. 
live  weight. 

Fresh  Meat — Frozen  and  Chilled. — Mutton. — The  local  wholesale 
price  of  first  quality  mutton  at  present  is  9^  to  10  cents  per  lb.; 
second  quality,  from  8^  to  9  cents.  This  latter  is  what  the 
Australian  article  would  compete  with.  Australian  mutton  can  be 
landed  at  San  Francisco  at  7^  to  8|  cents  per  lb.,  so  there  is  very 
little  margin  for  profit,  and  none  to  cover  the  expense  that  often 
has  to  be  incurred  for  storage,  ^  cent  per  lb.  per  month. 

Beef. — The  prospect  for  a  large  and  profitable  trade  in  this  article 
appears  to  be  fairly  good,  and  a  substantial  stimulus  has  been  given 
to  it  by  the  recent  removal  of  import  duty.  San  Francisco  prices  for 
steer  beef  are,  first  quality  12^  to  12f  cents  per  lb.,  and  second 
quality  12  to  12|  cents.  Australian  frozen  beef  can  be  landed  at 
about  7^  cents  per  lb. 

The  importation  of  fresh  meat  is  a  comparatively  new  business,  the 
first  shipment  having  been  made  within  the  past  12  months.  Various 
difficulties  have  arisen  before  and  since  importation  was  commenced ; 
some  of  them  have  been  got  over  and  the  others  are  not  insurmount¬ 
able.  These  obstacles  are  noted  in  the  following  remarks : — 

Chilled  beef  up  to  now  has  not  been  imported  as  the  United  States 
laws  do  not  permit  of  the  use  of  formaldehyde  in  the  preservation  of 
food  stuffs.  This  chemical  forms  an  essential  part  of  the  Linley 
process  which  has  been  so  successful  in  Australia  and  elsewhere,  but 
possibly  some  other  preparation  will  be  found  which  has  the  same 
effect  but  does  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  United  States 
laws  ;  or  chemicals  may  be  dispensed  with  entirely. 

In  the  earlier  stages  of  the  business,  arrangements  that  would  be 
satisfactory  to  the  United  States  authorities  had  to  be  made  providing 
for  both  ante- and  post-mortem  inspection  by  qualified  veterinary 
surgeons.  Further,  the  method  of  proving  that  such  an  inspection 
had  taken  place  regai-ding  the  actual  quarters  imported  had  to  be 
agreed  upon.  This  is  now  done  by  means  of  an  Australian  Govern¬ 
ment  stamp  placed  on  each  quarter. 

There  appears  to  be  little  prejudice  against  this  meat  simply 
because  it  is  frozen,  but  retailers  are  said  not  to  be  sufficiently  careful 
in  de-frosting  and  have  been  inclined  to  do  this  too  rapidly ;  hence  the 
quality  has  been  somewhat  lowered  before  selling  to  the  consumer. 

Local  meat  usually  comes  from  animals  under  three  years  old.  It 
is  therefore  more  tender  and  in  smaller  joints  than  the  Australian. 
The  Australian  meat  is  from  4-year  animals,  and  is  therefore 
more  mature,  and  does  not  cut  up  into  the  comparatively  small

pieces  which  are  chietiy  in  demand  in  San  Francisco.  Possibly  the 
Australian  exporters  could  meet  this  difficulty  by  slaughtering 
younger  animals.  At  present  the  trade  with  San  Francisco  hardly 
warrants  this,  but  something  of  the  kind  will  have  to  be  done  if  the 
local  trade  is  to  be  satisfactorily  catered  for,  and  everything  points  to 
the  possibility  of  an  extension  of  trade  and  the  advisability  of  a 
special  class  of  meat  being  prepared  for  the  market.  The  best 
customers  at  present  are  the  ocean  steamers  frequenting  the  port, 
and  the  caterers  of  mining  and  lumber  camps  where  large  bodies  of 
men  are  boarded  by  their  employers.  The  increased  shipping  that 
is  expected  after  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  is  an  important 
item  in  the  prospects  of  this  trade. 

This  same  event  may  also  make  possible  competition  from  the 
Argentine  w  here  the  initial  cost  of  meat  is  said  to  be  lower  than  in 
Australia.  The  railway  freight  between  New  York  and  San  Francisco 
is  2.45  cents  per  lb.,  so  that  at  present  it  does  not  pay  to  land 
Argentine  meat  at  New  York  and  send  it  to  San  Francisco  by  rail, 
but  conditions  will  be  different  when  River  Plate  meat  can  be  sent 
direct  through  the  Canal. 

The  market  for  Australian  meat  is  not  restricted'  to  the  Pacific 
Coast,  for  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  there  will  be  no  difficulty 
in  sending  frozen  meat  by  rail  to  such  places  as  railw’ay  freight  will 
permit.  The  railway  companies  already  use  a  large  number  of 
refrigerator  cars  for  the  transport  of  fresh  fruit  during  the  summer 
months,  which  no  doubt  could  be  made  use  of  for  meat. 

However,  it  is  possible  that  wnth  the  present  substantial  diminution 
of  the  cattle  stock  of  the  United  States,  and  the  rapidly  increasing 
population  of  the  country,  a  demand  wdll  be  created  which  will  take 
up  the  supplies  from  both  South  America  and  Australia. 

The  freight  from  Australia  is  cents  per  lb.,  and  there  is  no 
prospect  of  any  reduction  in  this.  The  consignments  are  not  large 
enough  to  fill  a  vessel,  and  there  is  never  a  certainty  of  a  return 
cargo  to  Australia,  as  lumber,  canned  salmon,  fruit  and  barley  are 
the  principal  bulky  products  from  San  Francisco. 

Butter. — As  the  Australian  seasons  are  the  reverse  of  those  at  San 
Francisco,  the  prospects  of  this  trade  seem  to  be  promising.  The  best 
quality  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand  butter  can  be  landed  duty 
paid  at  30  cents  per  lb.  The  wholesale  prices  in  San  Francisco  are  32, 
30  and  29  cents  per  lb.  The  butter  is  retailed  at  some  7  to  10  cents 
above  the  wholesale  price.  The  past  summer  has  been  a  very  dry 
one,  and  as  the  winter  proceeds  prices  will  undoubtedly  rise.  The 
new  (Underwood)  tariff  reduced  the  import  duty  on  butter  from  6 
to  2^  cents  per  lb.  ' 

Wool. — An  entirely  new  departure  is  the  importation  of  W'ool.  The 
first  shipment  of  82  bales  from  Australia  was  landed  at  San  Francisco 
recently,  consigned  to  New'  York  buyei’s.  It  is  predicted  to  be  the 
forerunner  of  a  large  movement. 

In  conclusion,  it  appears  that  a  trade  in  live  stock  is  hardly 
possible,  and  that  the  prospects  of  a  profitable  business  in  fresh  mutton 
are  not  very  good,  but  there  are  great  possibilities  for  a  trade  in 
chilled  and  frozen  beef  and  butter,  especially  if  Australia  will  send 
the  beef  of  younger  and  smaller  animals.  As  regards  wool,  it  is  not 
possible  to  say  anything  definite  at  present.  (0*  ^.799.)

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  figures  that  Germany  holds  a 
very  decided  lead  over  the  other  countries  in  1912  in  the  import  trade 
of  Bolivia.  The  United  Kingdom’s  proportion  of  the  import  trade 
of  Bolivia  fell  as  the  German  proportion  rose,  so  that  the  two  coun¬ 
tries  have  almost  exactly  changed  places  since  1910. 

H.M.  Charg6  d’Aflfaires  remarks  that  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  lay 
down  satisfactory  reasons  for  the  preponderating  position  Germany 
has  obtained  in  Bolivian  trade  at  the  expense  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
One  reasrn,  perhaps,  is  the  personal  influence  of  the  German  colony 
there,  which  is  much  larger  than  the  British  colony.  He  is  certain 
that  Bolivia  deserves  better  attention  from  United  Kingdom  firms, 
and  one  of  the  best  ways  of  doing  this  is  to  send  representatives  into 
the  country  to  examine  the  conditions  from  an  expert  point  of  view. 
The  sending  of  catalogues  only  is  not  of  very  much  value.  It  should 
nearly  always  be  worth  while  for  a  commercial  traveller  visiting  Chile 
or  Peru  to  make  the  necessary  detour  from  the  coast  to  visit  Bolivia.

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IMPORT  DUTIES  IN  BRITISH  SELF-GOVERNING 
DOMINIONS,  CROWN  COLONIES,  POSSESSIONS, 
AND  PROTECTORATES. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  Return  recently  published  under  the 
title  of  “Colonial  Import  Duties,  1913”  (Cd.  7,016,  price  3s.  8d.), 
which  contains  information  relating  to  the  rates  of  import  duties 
leviable  in  the  British  Self-Governing  Dominions,  Crown  Colonies, 
Possessions,  and  Protectorates.  The  particulars  with  respect  to  the 
divisions  and  sub-divisions  of  the  various  groups  of  merchandise  dealt 
with  in  the  Return  are  given  in  the  full  detail  of  the  Tariff  classifica¬ 
tion  of  the  several  Self-Governing  Dominions,  Crown  Colonies, 
Possessions,  and  Protectorates;  whilst  the  principal  Customs  tariff 
decisions  which  have  been  issued  from  time  to  time  by  various 
Colonial  Governments  are  also  included. 

The  Return  is  arranged  with  the  object  of  bringing  together  the 
various  Tariff  classifications  and  rates  of  duty  for  each  principal  group 
of  articles,  the  information  being  shown  for  each  British  Possession 
under  the  following  heads : — Yarns  of  cotton,  linen,  hemp,  jute,  silk, 
wool  and  worsted ;  woven  and  other  manufactures  of  the  same 
materials ;  various  kinds  of  metals  and  metal  manufactures  (viz. : — 
iron  and  steel,  copper  and  brass,  lead,  tin  and  zinc,  including 
machinery,  wire,  agricultural  implements,  tools  and  cutlery) ;  earthen¬ 
ware  and  porcelain  (including  bricks  and  tiles)  ;  glass  and  glassware ; 
hides,  skins  and  leather  and  manufactures  thereof ;  rubber  and 
manufactures  thereof ;  paper,  books  and  stationery ;  paints,  colours 
and  varnishes  ;  chemicals  and  drugs ;  dyeing  and  tanning  materials ; 
various  oils,  fats  and  resins  (e.g.,  vegetable  oils,  lard,  candles,  soap, 
asphalt,  turpentine,  petroleum,  wax,  glue  and  blacking) ;  earths, 
stones,  minerals,  Ac.  (including  fireclay,  coal,  cement,  stone  and 
roofing  slates) ;  living  animals  and  other  live  stock ;  wood  and 
timber;  the  principal  articles  of  food  and  drink;  and  a  number  of 
miscellaneous  aiticles — e.g.,  apparel,  arms  and  ammunition,  boots  and 
shoes,  carpets  and  floorcloths,  carriages,  clocks  and  watches,  cordage, 
cycles,  ‘electrical  machinery  and  apparatus,  furniture,  gloves,  hats, 
hosiery,  jewellery,  plated  wares,  matches,  manures,  perfumery,  pianos, 
pictures,  saddlers’  wares,  tobacco,  umbrellas,  &c. 

The  information  given  embodies  all  tariff  changes  notified  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  up  to  the  date  of  the  preparation  of  the  Return 
(October,  1913). 

Particulars  as  to  the  preferential  tariff  advantages  accorded  in 
certain  Self-Governing  Dominions  and  West  Indian  Colonies  in  favour 
of  British  goods  are  also  given,  as  well  as  information  respecting 
tariff  valuations,  tare  allowances,  Colonial  copyright  laws  and  regula¬ 
tions,  and  parcel  post  regulations  affecting  dudable  articles  sent  from 
this  country. 

The  Return  also  includes  a  detailed  statement  of  the  export  duties 
leviable  on  various  articles  exported  from  the  various  British  Self- 
Governing  Dominions,  Crown  Colonies,  Possessions  and  Protectorates. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73, 
Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  is  prepared,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
furnish  information  in  reply  to  applications  from  British  traders  wfith 
regard  to  the  rates  of  import  duty  leviable  on  any  articles  not  included 
in  the  Return,  and  also  as  to  the  exact  Forms  of  Certificate  of  Origin 
required  for  the  entry  of  goods  under  the  British  IVeferential  Tariffs 
of  the  various  Self-Governing  Dominions  and  West  Indian  Colonies. 
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UNITED  STATES  ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  B’REE 
IMPORTATION  OF  EXHIBITS  AND  THE  PROTECTION 
OF  EXHIBITORS  AT  THE  PANAMA-PACIFIC  INTER¬ 
NATIONAL  EXPOSITION. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
copy  of  an  Act  of  the  United  States  Congress,  approved  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States  on  the  18th  September,  Section  I,  of 
which  provides  that  all  articles  imported  from  foreign  countries  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibition,  and  articles  and  material  imported  solely 
for  use  in  constructing,  installing,  and  maintaining  foreign  buildings 
and  exhibits  at  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  upon 
which  there  is  a  tariff  or  Customs  duty,  may  be  admitted  free  of  the 
jiayraent  of  duty,  Customs  fees,  or  charges  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Treasury  shall  prescribe.  It  shall, 
however,  be  lawful  at  any  time  during  the  Exposition  to  sell  for 
delivery  at  the  discretion  of  the  Exposition  Compan}’-  any  goods  or 
property  imported  for  and  actually  on  exhibition  in  the  Exposition 
buildings  or  grounds,  subject  to  such  regulations  for  the  security  of 
the  revenue  and  for  the  collection  of  import  duties  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  United  States  Treasury  may  prescribe.  It  is  further  provided 
that  all  such  articles  when  sold  or  withdrawn  for  consumption  or  use 
in  the  United  States  shall  be  subject  to  the  duty,  if  any,  imposed 
upon  them  by  the  revenue  laws  in  force  at  the  date  of  withdrawal ; 
and  on  such  articles  as  have  suffered  diminution  or  deterioration  from 
incidental  handling  and  necessary  exposure,  the  duty,  if  paid,  shall 
be  assessed  according  to  the  appraised  value  at  the  time  of  withdrawal 
tor  consumption  or  use. 

The  Act  further  provides  for  the  establishment  at  the  Exposition, 
not  later  than  the  1st  July,  1914,  of  a  branch  office  under  the  direction 
of  the  United  States  Register  of  Copyrights  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Patents,  from  which  the  proprietor  of  any  certificate  of  registration, 
copyright,  trade-mark,  or  patent  issued  by  any  foreign  Government 
protecting  any  pattern,  model,  design,  copyright,  trade-mark,  or 
manufactured  article,  imported  for  exhibition  and  exhibited  at  the 
Exposition,  may,  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory  proof  of  such 
proprietorship,  obtain,  free  of  charge,  a  certificate  which  shall  be  legal 
evidence  of  his  proprietorship.  The  branch  office  is  also  to  keep  a 
register  of  all  certificates  of  registration,  trade-mark,  or  patent, 
together  with  a  register  of  all  certificates  of  copyright  issued,  which 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  and  it  is  to  be  held  unlawful  for 
any  person,  without  the  authority  of  the  proprietor  thereof  to  copy, 
imitate,  reproduce,  or  republish  any  pattern,  model,  design,  trade¬ 
mark,  copyright,  or  manufactured  article,  protected  by  the  laws  of 
any  foreign  country  by  registration,  copyright,  patent,  or  otherwise, 
which  shall  be  imported  for  exhibition  at  the  Exposition  and  there 
exhibiwd.  For  the  infringement  of  this  clause  penalties  are 
prescribed. 

The  rights  protected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  to  begin 
on  the  date  of  the  arrival  of  the  pattern,  model,  design,  copyrighted 
article,  trade-mark,  or  manufactured  article  imported  for  exhibition 
within  the  grounds  of  the  Exposition  at  San  Francisco,  and  are  to 
continue  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  closing  of 
the  Exposition.  _  (Rx.

MEXICO. 


With  reference  to  the  notice  at  page  189  of  the  “Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  for  the  23rd  October,  the  Board  of  Trade 
are  now  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  OflSce,  of 
copy  and  translation  of  a  Bill  for  the  increase  of 
the  stamp  taxes  on  tobacco  and  alcoholic  liquors 
produced  in  or  imported  into  Mexico.  So  far  as 
imported  products  are  concerned,  this  measure 
proposes  to  increase  the  stamp  tax  on  wines, 
beer,  liqueurs,  spirits  and  other  distilled  alcoholic 
beverages  (which  tax  is  levied  in  addition  to  the  Customs  duty)  from 
15  per  cent.,  the  present  rate,  to  30  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of 
Customs  duty  leviable,  excltidiiig  the  Customs  surtaxes. 

The  Bill  further  })ropose3  that  the  stamp  tax  on  manufactured 
tobacco'^im ported  into  Mexico  shall  be  levied  in  conformity  with  the 
law  of  the  10th  December,  1892,  the  Decree  of  the  20th  May,  1904, 
and  other  relevant  legal  prescriptions,  excepting  that  stamps  for 
cigarettes  and  cigars  shall  be  sold  at  the  following  increased  rates : —

The  provisions  of  the  above  clause  {fj)  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit 
or  otherwise  affect  the  power  to  grant  a  licence  for  the  import  of  rifles 
or  parts  of  or  fittings  for  rifles,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  authority 
granting  the  licence,  are  intended  in  good  faith  for  sporting  purposes. 

A  licence  for  the  import  of  cannon,  war  rockets,  and  machinery  for 
the  manufacture  of  arms  and  ammunition  shall  not  be  granted,  except 
under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Government  of  India  in 
the  Foreign  Department. 

Except  as  above  provided,  a  licence  for  the  import  into  British 
Baluchistan  of  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  may  be  granted 
by  the  Magistrate  of  the  District  to  which  such  arms,  &c.  are 
consigned. 

The  Rules  also  lay  down  regulations  regarding  the  export,  trans¬ 
port,  and  possession  of  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores,  as 
well  as  the  licence  fees  payable  for  importation,  &c.  thereof,  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  licences  are  issued. 

All  previous  Notifications  on  the  same  subject  are  superseded.

\^'ith  reference  to  the  Notice  which  appeared  on  pp.  242-3  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  30th  October  last 
relative  to  certain  rulings  given  by  the  Union 
Collector  of  Customs  to  the  Johannesburg  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  regard  to  the  requirements  of 
Regulation  No.  103,  issued  under  the  “  Customs 
Management  Act,  1913,”  the  Board  of  Trade  have 
now  received  a  Report  from  H.  M.  Trade  Com¬ 
missioner  in  South  Africa  recording  further  rulings 
which  have  been  given  by  the  Union  Commissioner  of  Customs  to  the 
Cape  Town  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  this  matter. 

The  Commissioner  of  Customs  at  Pretoria  gives  the  following  inter¬ 
pretations  of  certain  terms  embodied  in  Regulation  No.  103* : — 

(1)  Current  value  for  home  consumption  in  the  open  market  can 
only  mean  the  value,  at  the  time  of  exportation  from  the 
country  in  which  purchase  was  effected,  of  the  goods  if  they 
had  been  sold  to  be  again  sold  in  such  country,  such  value 
being  that  at  which  any  person,  without  any  special  or  ex¬ 
clusive  favour  or  agreement,  could  buy. 

In  considering  the  definition  of  the  word  “  current,”  it  is 
obvious  that  in  Customs  matters  the  word  must  be  taken  in 
connection  with  the  actual  exportation  or  importation.  This 
consequently  hands  the  word  down  to  the  time  of  exporta¬ 
tion  or  importation.  In  other  words,  the  value  that  should 
be  quoted  is  that  of  the  goods  if  sold  for  home  consump¬ 
tion  in  the  open  market  at  the  time  of  exportation.

(2)  Current  value  for  home  consumptwn  at  place  of  pvrchaie 

bought  in  the  ordinary  manner  from  the  manufacturer  or 
supplier.  The  meaning  assigned  to  (1)  applies,  except  as 
regards  the  words  “  bought  in  the  ordinary  manner.” 

The  Commissioner  states  that  there  cannot  be  any  doubt 
that  this  means  “  the  usual  way  in  which  a  buyer  deals  with 
a  manufacturer  or  supplier.”  In  this  connection  there  must 
be  considered  what  is  the  usual  practice  of  buying  certain 
articles.  As  the  current  value  in  its  relation  to  Customs  clearly 
means  the  value  at  the  time  of  exportation  or  importation, 
it  is  obvious  that  contract  or  special  agreement  purchases, 
lasting  over  specified  periods,  are  not  within  the  meaning  of 
the  words  “  ordinary  manner.”  The  words,  therefore,  can 
only  mean  “  bought  outright  at  the  time  of  exportation, 
without  any  special  or  exclusive  favour  or  agreement.” 

(3)  Normal  quantities. — It  must  be  obvious,  it  is  stated,  that 

this  expression  can  only  have  one  meaning.  The  obvious 
meaning  of  the  word  “  normal  ”  in  relation  to  the  purchase 
of  goods  to  be  imported  into  the  Union  is  unquestionably 
the  word  ”  analogical.”  No  other  meaning  could  possibly  be 
assigned  to  it.  The  expression,  therefore,  clearly  means 
“  quantities  analogous,  i.e.,  similar  to  those  being  actually 
imported.” 

The  Commissioner  adds  that  the  words  “  normal  quantities  ” 
exclude  the  possibility  of  “  retail  prices  ”  being  the  base  of  charge, 
except  as  regards  the  importation  of  single  articles.  In  all  cases 
where  goods  are  exported  from  bond  in  the  country  of  purchase  it  is 
obvious  that  the  value  in  bond  is  the  value  in  the  open  market.  The 
wholesale  price^to  dealers,  applicable  to  the  quantities  exported,  and 
as  if  the  goods  were  to  be  sold  to  be  consumed  in  the  country  of 
purchase,  is  obviously  the  value  that  is  wanted. 

It  is  further  pointed  out  that  the  law  takes  no  cognisance  of 
contracts,  and  the  Commissioner  states  that  he  is  not  prepared  to 
alter  the  practice  in  that  respect,  except  that  the  values  obtainable 
for  the  goods  at  the  time  of  entering  into  the  contract,  if  such  goods 
had  been  sold  for  consumption  in  the  country  of  purchase,  must  be 
stated  on  the  invoice,  and  where  duty  is  leviable,  duty  paid  on  such 
values.  It  is,  however,  to  be  clearly  understood  that  if  circumstances 
arise  which  prove  that  undue  use  is  being  made  of  the  contract 
system,  the  matter  will  be  again  fully  considered  with  the  view  to  the 
Government  being  protected. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  also  received  from  H.M.  Trade 
Commissioner  in  South  Africa  certain  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  the  certificates  of  origin  which 
are  required  to  be  produced  to  the  Customs 
Authorities  in  order  that  rebates  of  duty  may  be 
granted  to  British  goods  on  their  importation  into 
.the  Union  of  South  Africa. 
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UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA  — contimu^d. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Commissioner  of  Customs  has  had  his  attention 
drawn  to  refunds  of  duties  which  are  necessary  to  be  made  on 
account  of  certiBcates  of  origin  for  British  goods  sometimes  not 
accompanying  shipments. 

The  Commissioner  states  that,  owing  to  the  great  and  increasing 
amount  of  work  thrown  on  the  Customs  Department  by  claims  for 
refunds,  and  the  difference  between  the  duties  on  foreign  goods  and 
those  on  goods,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United  Kingdom 
or  of  reciprocal  British  Colonies,  which  has  not  been  claimed  at  the 
time  of  entry  of  the  goods,  it  is  found  necessary  to  warn  importers 
that  under  the  regulations  the  certificates  of  origin  must  be  produced 
at  the  time  of  importation  and  due  entr3^ 

Importers,  therefore,  are  warned  that  on  and  after  1st  December, 
1913,  unless  the  regulations  are  complied  with,  refunds  will  not 
be  granted. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  p.  3G4  of  last  week’s 
issue  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  respecting 
the  conditions  to  be  observed  by  shippers  who

impor  e  in  o  e  Notice  (No.  1,583),  dated  the  11th  October, 

which  was  published  in  the  “  Union  Gazette”  of 
14th  October  last  on  the  subject : — 

It  is  hereby  notified  that  shippers  of  live  stock  under  the  “  free 
freight”  clause  of  the  Ocean  Mail  Contract  will,  in  future,  be  re¬ 
quired  to  observe  the  following  conditions,  which  are  to  be  read  in 
conjunction  with  the  regulations  published  by  Government  Notice 
No.  723,  dated  the  30th  April,  1913,  viz.: — 

(a)  No  stock  under  the  age  of  eight  months  wdll  be  accepted  for 

shipment  under  the  “  free  freight”  clause. 

(b)  In  the  interest  of  the  live  stock,  and  to  minimise  the  risk  of 

miscarriage  to  pregnant  animals  under  the  conditions  of  a 
sea  voyage,  mares  in  foal  will  not  be  accepted  for  shipment 
after  the  sixth  month,  and  cows  after  the  fifth  month  of 
pregnancy. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  pregnant  animals,  the  veterinary  certificate 

submitted  to  the  High  Commissioner  must  specify  the 
degree  of  the  animal’s  pregnancy. 

(d)  Having  regard  to  the  great  difficulties  experienced  on  board 

ship  in  tending  verj’  young  calves  and  foals,  these,  when 
accompanied  by  their  dams,  wdll  only  be  accepted  for  ship¬ 
ment  on  payment  of  the  Union-Castle  Company’s  usual 
rates  of  freight  for  such  young  animals. 

(e)  To  avoid  confusion  of  delivery  there  must  be  distinctive 

marks  on  the  horns  or  hoofs  of  animals,  or  such  other  un- 
mistakeable  marks  (of  a  nature  not  to  be  effaced  or 
■  removed  in  the  course  of  a  voyage,  and  to  be  duly  entered

in  the  description  of  the  animal)  as  would  obviate  anj- 

mistake  as  to  their  identity,  thus  : — 

Cattle. — ^I’o  be  branded  with  number  on  horn  and  letter 
corresponding  to  the  first  letter  in  the  surname  of  the 
owner.  (Polled  cattle  and  young  animals  without 
horns  to  be  similarly  branded  on  hoof.) 

Horses. — To  be  similarly  branded  on  foot. 

Figs. — If  not  ear-tagged  to  have  owner’s  name  stencilled 
on  crate. 

Sheep. — Same  as  pigs. 

In  all  cases  these  identification  marks  shall  appear  on 
the  pedigree  or  other  certificates. 

(/)  Considerable  trouble  having  been  experienced  by  the  Com¬ 
pany  owing  to  exporters  of  live  stock  being  insufficiently 
acquainted  with  shipping  procedure,  such  exporters  are 
strongly  urged  to  employ  some  regular  shipping  agent  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  formalities. 

(g)  The  Certificate  of  Approval  issued  by  the  High  Commissioner, 
and  the  relative  documents,  must  be  lodged  with  the 
Union-Castle  Steamship  Company  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  stock  is  required  to  be  delivered  alongside  the  steamer.

High  Commissioner  for  South  Africa,  dated 
14th  October  last,  which  contains  Proclamations 
(Nos.  20-2  of  1913)  providing  for  certain  Customs 
Tariff  amendments  with  a  view  to  maintaining  a 
Customs  Tariff  in  Basutoland,  Bechuanaland  Protectorate  and  Swazi¬ 
land,  respectively,  similar  to  that  existing  in  the  Union  of  South 
Africa. 

In  consequence  of  the  amendment  of  the  Union  Customs  and 
Excise  Tariffs  by  the  Union  Act  No.  37  of  1913*,  the  Proclamations 
provide,  with  effect  from  various  dates,  for  the  imposition  of : — 

1.  Customs  duties  countervailing  the  excise  duties  leviable  on 
wine,  spirits,  beer,  and  acetic  acid,  &c.  manufactured  in  the 
Union,  and 

2.  Customs  duties  on  spirits  and  acetic  acid,  &c.  not  manu¬ 
factured  in  the  Union,  similar  to  those  in  force  in  the  Union 
under  the  Union  Excise  and  Customs  Duties  Act  of  1913, 

on  importation  into  the  Territories  referred  to  above.

lie  reaa.  Ordinance  (No.  27  of  1913)  w'hich  was  assented  to 
by  the  Acting-Governor  on  the  14th  October  last,  and  which  enacts 
the  proposals  of  the  above-mentioned  Bill. 

Under  the  Ordinance  it  is  provided  that  no  spirits  shall  be  imported 
into  a  prohibited  area,  except  by  non-natives  who  are  conveying  them 
personally  and  for  their  private  use,  or  by  natives  specially  permitted 
to  do  so  by  the  Governor  for  their  private  use,  or  in  accordance  with 
certain  prescribed  regulations. 

Non-natives,  or  natives  holding  a  special  permit  from  the  Governor 
desiring  to  import  spirits  into  a  prohibited  area  for  their  private  use, 
to  be  shipped  either  directly  to  themselves  or  to  any  agent  on  their 
behalf  in  the  prohibited  area,  or  in  the  case  of  non-natives  for 
purposes  of  sale  in  accordance  wdth  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance, 
or  in  the  capacity  of  agents  on  behalf  of  any  other  non-natives,  may 
do  so  on  making  a  due  declaration  and  on  receiving  a  permit  in 
prescribed  form  from  the  District  Commissioner  in  the  district  where 
they  reside. 

Every  person  importing  spirits  must  produce  the  permit  when 
required  by  the  District  Commissioner  or  other  appointed  person. 

The  Governor  may  grant  to  non- natives  licenses  in  prescribed  form 
for  the  sale  of  spirits  under  such  conditions  as  he  may  think  fit. 

The  Ordinance  further  defines  the  Territories  which  shall  be 
“  prohibited  areas  ”  within  the  meaning  thereof,  such  areas  being 
liable  to  amendment  by  an  Order  of  the  Governor  in  Council.

manufacturer  of  this  class  of  merchandise,  and  shall  file  on  entry  an  affidavit 
that  the  merchandise  entered  consists  of  models  of  women’s  wearing  apparel  for 
use  in  his  own  establishment,  and  that  it  is  not  for  sale. 

Samples  of  women’s  wearing  apparel  and  fabrics  and  all  other  articles  imported 
as  samples  shall  be  indelibly  market!,  stamped,  cut  or  slashed,  where  practicable, 
in  such  manner  as  to  render  them  unfit  for  use  otherwise  than  as  samples. 
The  importer  of  samples  shall  file  on  entry  an  affidavit  to  the  effect  that  the 
artifles  are  intended  solely  as  samples  for  use  in  taking  orders  for  merchandise, 
and  that  they  are  not  intended  for  sate.

Department  construes  this  prohibition  to  apply  to  such  plumage  when 
brought  in  passengers’  baggage,  even  though  used  as  the  trimming  of 
hats  or  other  articles  of  wearing  apparel. 

Inspectors  of  Customs  are  to  inform  women  who  arrive  with 
aigrettes  or  other  prohibited  plumage  on  their  hats  that  the  law 
forbids  the  introduction  of  such  plumage  into  the  United  States  and 
that  the  trimmings  must  be  removed  from  the  hats  and  given  up  to 
the  Customs  authorities  before  the  passengers  leave  the  dock. 

With  regard  to  the  disposal  of  articles  detained  by  United  States 
Customs  officers  under  paragraph  347  of  the  Tariff  Act,  the  Circular 
states  that  exportation  of  the  articles  will  be  permitted,  and,  that  in 
case  the  owners  do  not  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege,  the  articles 
are  to  be  destroyed.  The  privilege  of  exportation  is  to  be  confined  to 
cases  where  there  is  no  wilful  intent  to  violate  the  law.

Further 
Eegulations 
relating  to  Food 
Preserves  of 
Animal  Origin. 


With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  at  pp.  215-217  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  24th  July  last, 
respecting  certain  Regulations  on  the  subject  of 
food  products  of  animal  origin  imported  into  the 
Argentine  Republic,  the  Board  of  Trade  are  in 
receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  copy  and 
translation  of  a  Decree,  dated  the  8th  October, 
which  was  published  in  the  “  Boletin  Oficial  ”  of  the  13th  October. 
Article  1  of  this  Decree  prescribes  that  after  a  period  of  eighteen 
months  from  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  Decree  boxes  or  recep¬ 
tacles  containing  food  preserves  of  animal  origin,  destined  for  impor¬ 
tation  into  the  Kepublic,  are  to  be  manufactured  by  means  of  folding 
(mediante  el  machiliemhrado),  and  that  the  soldering  is  to  be  on  the 
outside.  If  the  boxes  or  receptacles  are  not  so  manufactured,  the 
solder  must  be  composed  of  an  alloy  of  tin  containing  not  more  than 
one  per  cent,  of  lead. 

Article  2  of  the  Decree  provides  that,  after  a  period  of  three 
months  from  the  date  of  its  publication,  food  products  contained  in 
boxes  or  receptacles  shall  be  allowed  to  be  sold  in  the  Argentine 
Republic  only  if  such  boxes  or  receptacles  show  signs  of  having  been 
subjected  once  only  to  a  process  of  sterilization.  (C.  8,961.)

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  756  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  25th  September  relative  to  the 
construction  of  the  Amur  Railway,  H.M.  Embassy 
at  St.  Petersburg  reports  that,  according  to 
official  information  published  in  the  “  Novoe 
Vremya”of  17th  October,  the  w'estern  section  of 
the  line  from  Unim  siding  to  Kerak  was  to  be 
opened  for  traffic  early  in  October,  and  it  is  proposed  to  open  through 
communication  of  trains  on  the  central  section,  Kerak  to  the  Dia 
River,  in  the  autumn  of  1914.  All  work  in  the  eastern  section,  Dia 
River  to  Khabarovsk,  will  be  completed  in  1915. 

The  Ministry  for  Ways  of  Communication  has  despatched  a 
prominent  official  to  enquire  into  the  present  state  of  the  work  and  to 
estimate  the  total  excess  expenditure  over  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
construction  of  the  line.  This  official  estimates  the  excess  expendi¬ 
ture  on  the  western  section  at  22,558,000  roubles  (about  £2,381,000)

not  including  a  sum  of  5,780,000  roubles  (about  j£610,000)  to  be 
spent  on  the  establishment  of  an  additional  water  supply  and  the 
conversion  of  working  sidings  into  permanent  branches.  The  excess 
cost  of  the  central  section  is  estimated  at  12,000,000  roubles  (about 
£1,267,000),  and  in  addition  there  will  be  further  expenditure  of 
4,000,000  roubles  (about  £422,000)  for  an  additional  water  supply, 
the  construction  of  wharves,  and  the  conversion  of  sidings  into 
permanent  branches.  (C.  8,932.)

The  Acting  British  Vice-Consul  at  Braila  (Mr.  J.  Pitts)  reports  that 
New  Car  *  Servici  Maritimi  Roman  ”  has  established  a

Sulina,  to  Constantinople,  Cavalla,  Salonica, 
Piraeus,  Canea,  Rethyrao,  Chios,  Smyrna  and 
Mitylene,  in  the  order  named.  It  is  intended  that  the  service  shall 
be  monthly,  though  regular  sailings  cannot  be  begun  at  present. 
During  the  winter,  when  navigation  on  the  Danube  is  suspended,  the 
boats  will  leave  from  Constanza.  (23,624.)

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Boston  (Mr.  F.  P.  Leay)  reports  that  the 
Swedish-America-Mexico  Steamship  Line  has 
decided  to  inaugurate  a  new  monthly  service 
between  Boston  and  ports  in  Norway 'and  Sweden. 
The  vessels  will  take  their  principal  cargo  at 
Gothenburg  and  Christiania  and  will  then  sail 
direct  to  Boston,  proceeding  thence  to  Newport  News  and  Phila¬ 
delphia,  and  then  back  to  Norway  and  Sweden.  The  “  Texas  ”  and 
“  Noruega  ”  have  been  assigned  for  the  service,  and  more  vessels  will 
be  added  as  required.  The  “  Noruega  ”  will  commence  the  service 
from  Gothenburg  on  15th  January,  1914,  arriving  at  Boston  about 
2nd  February.  (M.  32,694.) 


ARGENTINA. 

The  Consul-General  for  Argentina  in  London  reports  the  publication 
Compulsory  (No.  9,127),  dated  25th  September,  by 


which  all  ships  entering  or  leaving  Argentine 
ports  with  50  or  more  persons  on  board  must 
possess  a  wireless  telegraphy  installation  under 
the  charge  of  a  competent  operator.  For  use  on 
river  steamers  the  wireless  must  have  a  range  of 
not  less  than  200  kiloms.  (about  125  miles)  and  for  sea-going  vessels 
a  range  of  at  'least  500  kiloms.  (about  310  miles).  Vessels  not 
complying  with  this  regulation  wull  not  be  cleared.  (23,618.)

ARGENTINA.  PARAGUAY. 

H.M.  Minister  at  Buenos  Aires  reports  that  the  first  through  train 
from  Buenos  Aires  to  Asuncion  left  the  former 
place  on  12th  October,  scheduled  to  accomplish 
the  journey  in  49i  hours,  as  compared  with  the 
six  days  taken  steamer.  At  present  the 
service  consists  of  one  train  a  w’eek  each  way, 
leaving  Buenos  Aires  at  3  p.m.  on  Sunday  and 
Asuncion  at  8  a.m.  on  Thursday. 

To  accomplish  the  through  direct  railway  communication  between 
the  capitals  of  the  two  Republics  it  has  been  necessary  to  alter  the 
gauge  of  the  Paraguayan  Central  Railway  from  5  ft.  6  in.  to 
4ft.  8^  in.,  which  is  the  gauge  of  the  Central  Railway  of  Buenos 
Aires,  the  Entre  Rios  Railway  and  the  North-East  Argentine 
Railways,  all  of  which  form  links  in  the  connecting  chain. 

During  the  journey  the  train  twice  crosses  the  river  by  ferry-boat. 
The  first  time  from  Zarate  to  Ibicuy,  and  the  second  time  when 
leaving  Argentine  territory  at  Posados  to  be  landed  at  Encarnacidii 
in  the  Republic  of  Paraguay.  (C.  8,9.5(>.)

The  most  important  development  in  the  mining  industry  during  the 
past  year  has  been  in  connection  with  drilling 
operations  for  petroleum  in  the  North  Island, 
where  six  companies,  equipped  with  modern 
rotary  drills,  are  now  engaged.

The  decrease  of  £450,179  is  due  to  the  disastrous  strikes  by  which 
the  mines  at  Waihi,  Reefton  and  Blackwater — the  most  productive 
quartz- mining  fields — were  rendered  idle  from  May  to  November. 

A  considerable  amount  of  encouragement  has  been  given  by  the 
Government  to  the  development  of  the  mining  industry  in  all  its 
branches.  Such  encouragement  has  taken  the  form  of  subsidies  to 
prospecting  associations  and  miners  to  prospect  new  ground ;  loans 
for  the  development  of  mines ;  subsidies  and  direct  grants  for  the 
construction  of  roads  on  gold  fields  ;  and  subsidies  for  the  exploration 
of  deep  levels  at  existing  mines,  in  cases  where  private  capital  is  not 
obtainable  and  the  prospects  warrant  such  exploration.  The  mining 
industry  has  also  been  materially  assisted  by  the  free  use  of  the 
Government  prospecting-drills,  and  by  Government  water-races, 
which  supply  water  to  alluvial  gold  mines  at  extremely  reasonable 
charges.  (23,141.)

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CHILE. 

The  followinp^  information  is  from  the  report  by  the  late  Acting 
British  Consul-General  at  Valparaiso  (Mr.  G.  F.  Atlee)  on  the  trade 
of  that  district,  which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

The  existence  of  vast  deposits  of  iron  ore  of  high  grade  (50  per  cent. 

and  upwards)  in  the  province  of  Coquimbo  has 
ron  re  been  fully  established  (see  p.  491  of  the 

Deposits.  .‘Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  29th  May,  1913). 
A  United  States  company  has  acquired  large  interests  in  these  mines, 
and  is  preparing  to  work  them  on  a  gigantic  scale.  It  is  said  that 
the  company  thinks  of  building  a  fleet  of  steamers  to  carry  the  ore  to 
the  United  States. 

A  Bill  is  well  advanced  in  the  Chilean  Congress  to  suppress  for  one 
year  the  right  of  staking  out  new  mining  claims  over  iron  deposits 
by  private  individuals,  the  intention  being  that  the  Government 
should  mark  out  a  great  national  reserve  of  such  ores  to  form  the 
basis  of  a  national  iron  and  steel  manufacturing  industr3\ 

The  exports  during  1912  of  fine  copper  amounted  to  38,000  tons,  as 
compared  with  30,000  tons  in  1911.  The  price  of 
Copper  Industry,  bar  copper  fluctuated  between  £61  and  £80  per 
ton. 

American  capitalists  are  projecting  developments  in  the  production 
of  copper  in  Chile.  A  large  company  has  recently  been  registered  in 
Delaware  to  work  the  low-grade  (1^  to  3  per  cent.)  deposits  in  the 
Chuquicamata  Department  of  Antofogasta  (see  p.  491  of  the  “Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  29th  May,  1913).  A  company,  which  is  working 
near  Rancagua  in  CJentral  Chile,  is  also  projecting  a  large  increase 
of  plant. 

These  and  similar  developments  are  expected  largely  to  increase 
the  copper  industry  oi  Chile.

H.M.  Consul  for  the  Piraeus  (Mr.  W.  J.  Norcop)  reports  that  there* 
are  19  cotton  mills  in  operation  in  Greece,  em¬ 
ploying  3,503  persons.

TURKEY.  BALKAN  STATES. 

The  “  Borsen  Zeitung”  (Berlin)  of  13th  November  states  that,  although 
peace  has  now  been  established  in  the  Balkans, 
the  chief  exporters  of  textiles  to  Turkey  and  the 
Balkan  States,  such  as  Austria,  Germany,  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  have  not  yet  experienced  any 
revival  in  trade.  Only  Russia  seems  to  have  been  successful  in  obtain¬ 
ing  orders  of  any  importance  for  the  Roumanian  army.  Bulgaria  is 
making  great  efforts  to  supply  her  own  needs,  and  orders  for  the 
army  have  been  placed  with  a  Bulgarian  linen  factory.  Servia  is 
working  on  similar  lines  by  trjdng  to  encourage  home  production..

reductions  to  be  made : — 

(1)  LAopoldville — Matadi  Railway. — From  Ist  July  last  the  transport 
rate  on  rubber  has  been  reduced  from  1’075  frs.  to  0’35  frs.  per 
ton  per  kilometre.  The  total  cost  of  transport  from  Leopoldville  to 
Matadi  has  thus  been  reduced  from  430  frs.  to  140  frs.  per  ton. 

(2)  Government  steamers  on  the  Upper  Congo. — Rubber,  which 
was  previously  classed  separately,  will  be  classed  as  ordinary  merchan¬ 
dise  from  1st  December  next,  which  means  a  redaction  of  50  per 
cent,  in  the  tariff.  At  present  it  costs  120  frs.  to  send  a  ton  of 
rubber  from  Bumba  (Bangala  district)  to  Leopoldville,  and  114  frs. 
from  Lusambo  (Kasai)  to  Leopoldville. 

(3)  Congo — Great  Lakes  Railway. — After  1st  December  next 
rubber  will  be  classed  as  ordinary  merchandise,  and  not  specially  as 
at  present,  on  the  waterways  between  Ponthierville  and  Kindu,  and 
between  Kongolo  and  Bukama.  This  means  a  reduction  of  50  per 
cent,  in  the  cost  of  the  transport. 

(4)  “  Citas  ”  Company. — This  company  has  reduced  its  freight  on 

rubber  by  30  per  cent,  since  1st  August  last.  (23,628,)

Crop  Results 
in  Smyrna 
District. 


The  Acting  British  Consul-General  at  Smyrna  (Mr.  C.  E.  Ileathcote 
Smith)  has  furnished,  under  date  7th  November,  the  following 
particulars  regarding  the  crops  in  that  district : — 

The  barley  crop  has  been  a  large  one,  the  yield  in  the  higher  lying 
districts  being  quite  up  to  the  average,  while  in  the 
lowlands  the  output  considerably  exceeds  last  year’s 
production.  The  quality  of  the  crop  has  been 
somewhat  below  the  usual  level,  owing  mainly  to 

discolouration. 

The  cotton  yield  is  not  expected  to  come  up  to  last  season’s  produc¬ 
tion;  the  quality  of  the  crop  is  average.  This  year  31,000  tons 
of  beans  were  produced,  all  of  which  have  been  already  marketed. 
After  the  record  crop  of  last  year  an  average  yield  of  valonia  is 
expected  this  winter :  drying  is  being  carried  on  under  good  condi¬ 
tions,  and  the  quality  promises  well.  Shipments  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  however,  are  rapidly  falling  off  each  year  owing  to  the 
decline  in  value  in  England  of  valonia  as  a  tanning  material. 

The  sultana  crop  has  proved  to  be  almost  entirely  of  inferior 
quality,  but  the  actual  quantity  considerably  exceeds  previous  esti¬ 
mates.  Middlemen  or  brokers  bought  in  advance  at  high  prices  and 
the  shippers  also  had  to  pay  high  prices ;  consequently,  they  are 
selling  abroad  at  prices  which  leave  only  a  bare  minimum  of  profit. 
The  percentage  of  high  grades  in  the  fig  crop  is  small.  Dealers 
have  made  moderate  profits,  prices  having  ruled  about  10  per  cent, 
higher  than  last  season.  (23,62.5.)

There  was  a  further  decline  in  the  number  of  pig-iron  furnaces  in 
blast,  but  employment  at  iron  and  steel  works  somewhat  recovered 
from  the  September  level.  Shipbuilding  also  improved,  especially  in 
the  repairing  centres,  w'hile  engineering  showed  little  change.  There 
was  a  seasonal  decline  in  the  building,  woodworking  and  brick 
industries ;  and  a  seasonal  improvement  in  the  printing  trades. 
Coal  mining  was  still  active,  and  the  textile  trades,  on  the  whole, 
remained  about  the  same. 

In  the  trade  unions,  w’ith  a  net  membership  of  948,601,  making 
returns,  20,857  (or  2'2  per  cent.)  of  their  members  were  returned  as 
unemjdoyed  at  the  end  of  October,  1913,  compared  with  2  3  per 
cent,  at  the  end  of  September,  1913,  and  2'0  per  cent,  at  the  end  of 
October,  1912. 

Wages  in  the  mining  and  metal  trades  were  adversely  affected  by 
a  fall  in  prices.  It  is  reported  by  the  Labour  Exchanges  that  there 
was  a  continuance  of  the  demand  for  labour  in  the  shipbuilding 
trades,  and  in  the  building  trades  there  w’as  still  a  scarcity  of  certain 
classes  of  workmen  in  some  provincial  districts.  A  deficiency  in 
the  supply  of  women  was  reported  in  cotton,  linen  and  clothing 
factories  and  in  laundries. 

Compared  with  October,  1912,  employment  generally  showed  some 
falling  off  from  the  high  level  at  that  time.  The  decline  was 
es})ecially  noticeable  in  the  pig-iron,  iron  and  steel,  and  tinplate 
trades.

Telegraphs 

Ordinance. 


GAMBIA. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  the  text  of  an  Ordinance 
(No.  26  of  1913),  entitled  the  Telegraphs  Ordinance, 
1913,  which  provides  for  the  regulation  of  tele¬ 
graphs  in  the  Gambia. 

Under  this  Ordinance  no  person  may  establish  a  telegraph  station 
or  instal  or  work  any  apparatus  for  wireless  telegraphy  in  the  Colony 
except  under  a  licence  granted  by  the  Governor.  Merchant  ships  in 
the  territorial  waters  of  the  Colony  must  not  use  wireless  telegraphy 
in  such  a  way  as  to  interfere  with  naval  signalling,  or  with  the  work¬ 
ing  of  wireless  stations  established  in  the  Colony.  Merchant  ships 
must  not  work  wireless  telegraphy  (except  for  the  purpose  of  making 
or  answering  signals  of  distress),  whilst  in  any  harbour  or  bay  of 
the  Colony  except  with  the  special  permission  of  the  Governor.

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  308  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  6th  November  relative  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  opening  of  a  factory  near  Sandefjord  to 
work  a  new  Austrian  process  for  the  chemical 
treatment  of  whale  oil,  H.M.  Consul  at  Christiania 
(Mr.  E.  F.  Gray)  reports  that  the  prospectus  of 
the  new  company  was  published  in  the  Norwegian  “  Official  Gazette  ” 
of  8th  November.  The  company  wiW  be  styled  the  “  Vera  Fedtraflfi- 
neri  Aktieselskab,”  and  will  have  a  maximum  capital  of  2,500,000  kr. 
(minimum  2,000,000  kr.),  divided  into  shares  of  1,000  kr.,  of  which 
the  promoters  have  alreiidy  subscribed  543,000  kr.  The  registered 
offices  will  be  at  Sandefjord.  The  company  will  have  the  sole  right 
of  working  in  Norway  the  Hydrier  method  of  hardening  and  treating 
oils  and  fats,  and  is  arranging  for  an  annual  output  of  from  12,000 
to  15,000  tons  of  the  finished  product.

rgen  me  ea  .  Department  of  Agriculture  for  exemption  from 
the  regulations  prescribing  that  the  carcase  must  be  accompanied  by 
its  head,  as  this  w’ould  considerably  increase  the  expense  ;  the 
internal  organs,  however,  are  to  be  imported  with  the  carcase.  At 
the  same  time  it  is  pointed  out  that  at  first  all  importation  of  frozen 
meat  must  take  place  in  the  cold  season,  so  that  the  retail  dealers 
and  the  general  public  may  get  accustomed  to  the  proper  way  of 
handling  and  using  this  meat  before  the  warmer  weather  sets  in.

each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each  port 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  will  contain  a 
classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the  “Annual 
Statement  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years.

Part  II. — Unemployment. 

(Applications  to  the  Umpire.) 

In  pursuance  of  Regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
dated  26th  day  of  March,  1912,  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the 
Umpire  (Unemployment  Insurance)  has  received  applications  for 
decisions  as  to  whether  contributions  are  payable  or  not  in  respect 
of  the  following  classes  of  workmen : — 

283.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  wood  casing  for 
electric  wiring. 

284.  Workmen  described  as  jobbing  blacksmiths  and  engaged  in 
making  and  fixing  miscellaneous  metal  work  in  connection  with 
shopfittings,  etc.,  including  standard  bars,  brackets,  etc. 

285.  Workmen  employed  in  a  mechanical  engineering  establish¬ 
ment  as  brakesmen,  or  shunters,  platelayers  and  paviors. 

Any  representations  with  reference  to  any  of  the  above  applications 
may  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Umpire,  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  work¬ 
man  or  employer  appearing  to  him  to  be  interested,  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  forwarded  to  the  Registrar,  Office  of 
the  Umpire,  47,  Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W.,  on  or  before 
5th  December,  1913. 

Notice  is  further  given  that  the  Umpire  proposes  to  give  his 
decision  on  the  above  applications  on  or  after  8th  December,  1913. 

Extbact  fbom  Regulations. 

3.  If  before  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  any  representations  with  reference 
to  the  application  are  made  in  writing  to  the  Umpire  by  or  on  behalf  of  any 
workman  or  employer  appearing  to  hjm  to  be  interested,  or  the  Board  of  Trade,

NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.  PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1389.  Workmen  engaged  in  making  or  erecting  hoardings. . 
(Application  272). 

1392.  Workmen  described  as  tool-makers  and  tool-setters,  and 
engaged  in  making  and  setting  tools  used  in  connection  with  the 
manufacture  of  scales. 

1393.  Workmen  engaged  in  excavating  and  preparing  the  ground 
for  foundations  for  the  erection  of  a  steel  melting  furnace. 

1394.  Workmen  employed  in  textile  mills,  and  engaged  wholly  or 
mainly  in  making  or  repairing  winding  stands. 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1390.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  making  or  repairing 
clinkering  tools  and  similar  hand  tools  used  in  connection  with  the 
charging  and  drawing  of  gas  retorts,  etc. 

1391.  Workmen  employed  by  a  firm  of  freight  brokers,  forwarding 
agents  and  packers  for  export,  and  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in 
packing  motor  cars,  and  in  making  boxes  and  cases. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
